He 
too recalls that the road was 
extremely narrow and 
boasted a number of hair¬ 
pin turns.

Toll Road drive north (na¬ 
turally) on Allan, past New 
York Drive and on to Pine- 
crest Drive in Altadena, 
where you may park your 
car. The history of the road

Hikers, old timers, and 
afecionados of early history 
of our area will be well 
aware of the Old Mount 
Wilson Toll Road and its 
location. The Toll House 
and Toll Gate shown in 
the picture above are no 
longer, but the road remains 
for hikers and' nature lovers 
alike to enjoy, and though 
it is not open for everyday 
public motor traffic, it is 
still used by Federal For¬ 
estry units. Search and Res¬ 
cue units, fire and other of¬ 
ficials when necessary. 

However, with special per¬ 
mission, not too long ago 
an old Model T Car Club 
had a run up to Mt. Wilson 
via the Toll Road. Unfor¬ 
tunately, wo do not have in- 
formatioin at the proverbial 
fingertips to inform you as 
to “how it went’; undoubted¬ 
ly it was an all day pil¬ 
grimage and lots of fun. It 
was probably rough going, 
as former Sierra Madrean, 
Frank Lovell remembers the 
several trips u,p during the 
twenties in his family’s old 
Model T-Ford and specifi¬ 
cally stated “the trip was a 
rough one with rocks and 
ruts” in addition to the 
road bein.g somewhat more 
than narrow. (Must have 
been a hair-raising trip!) 

If his memory serves him 
correctly, the toll was 25c 
each way. And as previous¬

County Assessor Phil Wat¬ 
son today urged owners of 
property damaged by the 
ever-widening fissure and 
lar.'dslides in a cliffside San 
Pedro neighborhood to con¬ 
tact his office so that war¬ 
ranted assessment adjust¬ 
ments can be made next 
March 1- 

They may call the Lomita 
regional office at 2049 Paci¬ 
fic Coast Highway or the 
assessor’s main office in the 
downtown Hall of Adminis¬ 
tration. 

The Assessor explained 
that under existing State 
law, his office is powerless 
to change assessments in 
the middle of a tax year — 
only on' the March 1 annual 
lien date for assessing. 

Watson pointed out that 
last March he proposed a 
Constitutional Amendment 
which would cover situa¬ 
tions such as this by grant¬ 
ing tax relief to the person 


whose property is damaged 
by calamity — even through 
not in a disaster area — no 
matter what the date of the 
occurrence. 

"However," he noted, “the 
Legislature refused to act 
on this vital measure, so 
the law still forces home- 
owners to pay their entire 
year’s tax bill, which bills 
will be mailed next month 
by the County Tax Collec¬ 
tor.” 

Had the Legi.slature acted 
favorably on, Watson’s pro¬ 
posal, and it subsequently 
had become law, the Asses¬ 
sor would have been em¬ 
powered to have property 
taxes prorated on damaged 
or destroyed property ac¬ 
cording to the date of the 
Individual’s disaster and the 
amount of damage. 

"It’s tragic that the law 
on this is so archiac,” he de¬ 
clared', "and I shall try 
again to have it remedied at 
the next session of the Leg¬ 
islature.”

2. Place your gifts out of 
sight in your automobile — 
preferably in the locked 
trunk. 

3. While shopping, hold 
your packages — do not lay 
them down for a sneak thief 
to steal. 

In' commenting on the

show an annual Increase in 
crimes of theft during the 
month of December. Enjoy 
your own purchases, don’t 
buy them for a thief.

Dozens of spicy sausages, 
eggs in wine sauce, rissoles 
of minced crayfish fried 
crisp would also be includ'- 
ed. An elaborate centerpiece 
molded to resemble a hare 
or a pig would conceal lay¬ 
ers of smooth liver ,pate, 
minced cucumber in cream 
cheese, and crushed nuts. 
There might even be big- 
holed cheese from Switzer¬ 
land. 

The “mensae primae” was 
next, which consisted of 
roasted or broiled meats, 
birds and poultry, whole 
fish or stuffed roast boar. 
An entire ham would be 
baked in a golden erust of 
pastry and fruity with hon¬ 
ey and fig juice. Other pos¬ 
sible offerings were roasted 
chickens, boned and stuffed 
with a mixture of sausage, 
eggs, ami peas, or ducks 
served on a bed of turnips. 

The social status of the 
host was measured by the 
number and variety of birds 
served at a b a .n q u e t. 
Thrushes, flamingos, par¬ 
rots, peacocks, and pigeons, 
larks, nightingales, doves, 
geese, partridge, .pheasants 


and blackbirds were all con¬ 
sidered as banquet food. At 
important ceremonials it be¬ 
came the custom to serve a 
dish made with a hundred 
birds. When this was not 
considered elegant enough a 
pie was made of the tongues 
of birds that could sing or 
talk. 

The fish to be served was 
placed live on a marble slab 
and brought to the guests 
to be admired before they 
were cooked. 

The dessert or “men.sae 
secundae” appeared next. 
This was fruit spilling from 
cornucopias, and baskets ov¬ 
erflowing with stuffed Syri¬ 
an dates and cris.p little nut 
cakes. 

The final course was the 
■’epidipnis.” This might con¬ 
sist of hot shellfish, raism- 
stuffed ortolan (small 
birds), mussels, cheese, ris¬ 
soles of chicken highly sea¬ 
soned. These were known as 
the savories. 

And .now — the serious 
d r i n k i ■n g began which 
would keep them up until 
dawn. 

Remember all this was 
prepared without the handy 
grocery store around the 
corner — .not frozen foods, 
no ready to serve foods — 
everything started from 
scratch. I’ll take the tra¬ 
ditional Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner.

Dorn Calls 
For Review 

Review of legislation to 
release an estimated $349 
million in “frozen” state 
funds to aid In the battle 
against air pollution and 
pursuit of rapid transit was 
called for recently by Sup¬ 
ervisor Warren Dorn. 

He pointed out that last 
year, the Assembly ’Trans¬ 
portation Committee said 
there was about $200 mil¬ 
lion in gas tax monies that 
weren’t being used because 
of administrative red tape.

Control Coming Back 


Californians work very hard for the tax money they 
are forced to pay for government. If they fail to meet 
their taxes their earnings are confiscated, their property 
is appropriated, or they can be jailed. They must “tote 
that barge — lift that bale or suffer cruel and unusual 
punishment if they falter for any reason. 

There is a Supreme Court mandate to elect public 
officiais on a “one man—one vote” rule but no rule to 
protect the people from being gouged by distortions of 
law and synical disregard of the public welfare. 

Enormous tax money feeds and fattens the Univer¬ 
sity of California which was bought and paid for by the 
public; everything that runs at this public school comes 
from the sweat of the taxpayers. Hundreds of millions 
of dollars have gone to buy free education for recipients, 
and lately many extra millions have been extorted to pay 
for sedition and damages to learning and physical plant 
by wanton intent. 

A recent manifesto at UC Berkeley exposed the Aca¬ 
demic Community contempt for their tax benfactors. This 
manifsto reads (1) We will turn the schools into train¬ 
ing grounds for liberation, (2) We will shatter the myth
